Flood Woes 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Persistent fog and drizzling rain 
prolonged the misery of flood 
victims along California’s north 
coast today, frustrating rescue 
efforts for flood-shattered com­ 
munities that could be reached 
only by air. 


The aircraft carrier USS Ben­ 
nington and the destroyer USS 
Walton docked in Humboldt Bay 
at Eureka Friday with aircraft 
and food supplies. But the mili­ 
tary planes were grounded by 
the weather, and 
the o n l y 
flights were made by about 20 
civilians piloting light aircraft 
on emergency runs to drop food 
and medicine to their stricken 
neighbors. 


The weather also temporarily 
halted the search for a Coast 
Guard turbojet helicopter which 
crashed Tuesday on a rescue 
mission. Three crewmen w e r e 
known to be aboard, and au­ 
thorities feared that two wom­ 
en and a small girl also were 
on the craft. 


Hundreds Still Stranded 


Hundreds of persons remained 
stranded without food or shel­ 
ter in the flood-isolated valleys 
and foothills of the Eel River 
canyon in Humboldt County. 


Some where known to have 
taken refuge in bams or in the 
homes of neighbors on higher 
ground. Others set off on foot 
through rain and mud. some 
walking as* far as 50 miles and

Then it knifed 39 miles north­ 
eastward to Milledgeville where 
it 
shattered plate glass 
win­ 
dows as it roared down the 
town’s main street, lifted t h e 
roof from a department store 
and leveled an ice company. 


Police at Milledgeville said 
they were conducting a block- 
by-block search for i n j u r e d 
persons. 
Five persons w e r e 
treated at a Milledgeville hos­ 
pital and released before dawn. 


Latest In Series 


The tornado was the latest in 
a series that have struck in 
Georgia, 
Tennessee, 
Alabama 
and Florida during two days of 
unseasonably warm weather. 


The twister first nosed to­ 
ward the ground in the Glynco 
section of Macon where it did 
little more than twist tree tops, 
but then it .skipped five miles 
northeastward 
a n d 
touched 
down at a small community on 
Highway 129.

Singers Fail 
Perform 
Jazz Fans Riot, Turn Hollywood Palladium Into Shambles 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Jazz 
fans, incensed by the failure of 
some singers to perform at the 
Hollywood 
Palladium, 
rioted 
early today and broke up many 
of the furnishings of the Sunset 
Boulevard night spot. 
Owners* of the club which us­ 
ually features the soothing tunes 
of Lawrence Wclk and his band 
estimated damage at approxi­ 
mately $15,000. 
Some 200 police officers were 


summoned 
to 
quell 
the riot 
which turned the club into a 
shambles. 
Two persons were arrested on 
the disturbing the police charg­ 
es. 
Three members of the audi­ 
ence .sustained minor injuries 
in a series of scuffles and were 
given emergency hospital treat­ 
ment. 
The audience, estimated at 2,- 
500, was turned into a mob short­ 


ly after midnight when singer 
Bobby Bland came on stage and 
announced: 
Not Enough Money 
“ Man, 
there 
isn’t 
enough 
‘Bread’ 
(money) to sing. I’m 
getting out.” 
Bland said the admission price 
of $5 would be refunded and 
many of the disappointed jazz 
fans headed for the box office. 
The box office, however, was 
unmanned and no refunds were 


made. 
That’s when the damage be­ 
gan. Whisky bottles, rocks and 
any other handy items 
were 
hurled about. All windows in 
the box office were smashed. 
Inside, potted plants were ov­ 
erturned 
and 
three 
portable 
bars, set up to serve liquor, 
were up-ended and the merchan­ 
dise dumped on the floor. 
A fire was set in a trash can 
backstage but was quickly ex­ 


tinguished. Chairs and ash trays 
were thrown at windows and 
mirrors. 
Several fist fights broke out 
and police scuffled with some 
of the more violent jazz afici­ 
onados as they restored order. 
Traffic was closed off at the 
intersection of Sunset Boulevard 
and Vine Street until the crowd 
dispersed about 2 a m.

Got spring fever? 
If you have on this day after 
Christmas, it’s little wonder. 
More spring-like temperatures 
prevailed in Lower Bucks to­ 
day, on the heels of the w arm ­ 
est Christmas Day ever. 
The thermometer climbed to

The Christmas traffic death 
toll surged at record-breaking 
proportions today on highways 
that had been slicked with ice. 
shrouded with fog and whipped 
by winds in various parts of the 
nation. 


The traffic toll was past 250 
and the National Safety Coun­ 
cil said “ the first 24 hours were 
the worst for any three-day 
Christmas holiday in history.”

The 1955 mark was a record 
for a three-day Christmas holi­ 
day when 609 persons died. The 
Safety Council warned that this 
weekend’s death rate was mov­ 
ing at a pace to surpass that 
mark. 


The Safety Council warned in 
advance of this year’s holiday 
that between 550 and 650 per­ 
sons might die on the highways 
during the three-day period.

the national Buddhist center in 
Saigon on Christmas night, the 
center’s anti-government lead­ 
ers reported today. 
Monks displayed a handful of 
two - foot - long metal bars to 
newsmen in the garden of the 
center this morning. 
They said they were question­ 
ing a prisoner captured in the 
brawl but refused to let report­ 
ers talk to him. The captive, 
whose head was bandaged, ap­ 
peared to be of Chinese descent. 
The 
Buddhists 
claimed 
the 
gang drove up to the center in 
six taxis and broke into the 
compound. Some of the attack­ 
ers started a fire in the library, 
but it went out before much 
damage was done. 
Third Attack 
The attack, its motive undis­ 
closed, was the third against 
Buddhists in Saigon within five 
days. 
It came at a time when U.S. 


officials ordered stepped up se­ 
curity 
measures 
at

can installations in South Viet 
Nam in an effort to prevent 
more acts of terrorism by the 
Communist Viet Cong.

Bertha 
Denike, 
a 
nurse;

Crohe, first aid man. Mrs. Den­

knocked unconscious 
by the crash and Crohe suffered 
shock but was able to pull Mrs. 
Denike from the vehicle when 
he smelled smoke. He also sum­

Needs Helicopters 
At Yreka in California’s nor­ 
thern interior, Siskiyou County 
Civil Defense Director Bill Sow- 
le said he needed helicopters 
badly to help people stranded 
over a 3,000-squdre-mile area of 
remote 
mountain 
and 
forest 
land. 
He said 
highway engineers* 
had estimated it might take as 
long as two months to punch 
serviceable roads into s o m e 
areas isolated by floods and 
rock and mud slides. The riv­ 
ers which lace the area also 
were inaccessible. 
He said he believed at least 
500 persons were in need of 
food.

Passengers in the Wicks* car, 
all in critical condition at Hun­ 
terdon Medical Center, are Rob­ 
ert Gordon. 15, 
of

James Lawson, 17. of Lambert­ 
ville; and Francis Brown, 16, of 
Lambertville. Wicks is also in 
critical condition there. 
Investigating officers Roland 
Roadenbaugh and George Fowl­ 
er said the weather was clear 
and the roadway dry when the 
accident occurred. 
The deaths are the 63rd and 
64th for the county this year. 
A year ago at this time, 63 per­ 
sons had lost their lives in high­ 
way accidents in Bucks County.

She was whisked to her 
new home in Connecticut and a 
sumptuous holiday dinner. 
On June 13, 1941/ as a pre­ 
caution 
against 
a 
mounting 
wave of Stalinist terror against 
Lithuanian intellectuals, Rukas, 
a school principal, took 3-year- 
oid 
Nijole 
away 
from 
their 
home in Kaunas. They f o u n d 
refuge at the nearby farm homr 
of Rjikas’ mother. 


Mrs. 
Rukas, 
then 
34, 
re­ 
mained at home.The secret po­ 
lice 
came 
that 
midnight 
and sent her off to Siberia. 
Not until Friday, in an emo­ 
tion-fraught reunion at Kenne­ 
dy International Airport here, 
did Mrs. Rukas again set eyes 
on her husband and daughter. 
With tearful hugs and kisses, 
the Rukas family was reunited 
on Christmas. It also was Mrs. 
Rukas’ 58th birthday. 
Nijole, 
a pretty 26-year-old 
brunette graduate student, cried 
unabashedly and said of her 
mother: “ she looks wonderful.’ 
Mrs. Rukas, her dark hair 
now1 flecked with gray, also was 
in tears. 
"I am so happy but I am 
also very tired, 
she said. Her 
long separation from her fam­ 
ily was climaxed by 20 days of 
traveling.
